suers.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—The house has 
refused by a vote of yeas, 102; nays, 130; 
to agree to the conference report on the 
river and harbor bill. 


Late yesterday afternoon the presi- 
dent, upon Seuator Voorhees' recom- 
mendation, sent to the senate the nomi- 
nation of General M. D. Manson to be 
collector of internal revenue for the sev- 
enth Indiana district to succeed Thomas 
Hanlon, whose nomination has boen re- 
jected. 
General Manson is the present 
lieutenant governor of the state and the 
most popular soldier in it. 
The ap- 
pointment is regarded as a good one, 
and there will be no question about 
Manson's confirmation. 


Green Smith is president pro tem of 
the Indiana senate, and virtually suc- 
ceeds General Manson. 
A good many 
democrats would not care to see him 
succeed Governor Gray, and this fact 
may hurt the 
governor's 
senatorial 
chances as he will be expected to com- 
plete his term of office. 


It is generally conceded that the presi- 
dent will appoint his old personaí friend. 
General Rogers, to the office of public 
printer. 
Senator Voorhees and ex-Sen- 
ator McDonald, in an interview with the 
president yesterday, earnestly advocated 
Mr. Stoll's claims, but it is probable that 
the president will provide for Mr. Stoll 
otherwise. 


The house resumed consideration of 
the vetoed pension bills yesterday after- 
noon, refusing to pass two over the pres- 
ident's veto and postponing considera- 
tion of the remainder till next session 
without further action.

LEAVING PITTSBURG. 


Pen Notes and Pencil 
Sketches—Three 
Days on tt Back MTheelei^A Village 
Afloat—Th* Harmonlte and the Hoop 
Pole District—Ohio Grape Growers. 


L E F T 
P i t t s b u r g 
early in the evening 
a m i d a cloud of 
dense smoke. 
It is 
rather an uncom- 
mon occurrence to 
arrive in or depart 
from that city im- 
der any other CH-- 
cumstances. 


All about the long 
wharves, wherever 
it seemed possible 
for them to squeeze 
in, the steamboats 
were puffing out volumes of black smoke from 
»veritable forest of tall smokestacks. 
The 
condition of affairs upon land was similar. 


The great furnaces along the base of Moimt 
Washington vied with each other in power to 
emit the greater amount of smoke and fire 
from their long line of chimneys. 
Some one 
when taken to the summit of Mount Wash 
ingtoi ind shown what could be seen of Pitts- 
burg, W l y said, "It looks like h—U with the 
lid off.^' 


We had taken passage upon one of the larg- 
est of the river steamboats that ply lietween 
Pittsburg and Cincinnati. 
As she swung out 
into the middle of the stream wo had an ex- 
cellent view of the bridge connecting Pitts- 
burg with Birmingham. 
Mount Washington 
with its bright green summit, could be plainly 
seen looming up above the rolling clouds of 
sulphui ous smoke, and up and down its in- 
clined plane the little cars were slowly carry 
ing thoir loails of human life from soot to 
sunshine, or vice versa. 


Obedient to the ringing bell and calls of the 
mate to "step up to the capting's office and 
settl(>," we procured our stateroom keys and 
were soon out on deck again. 


Wliilc wo were being booked the big wheel 
had started the contract to take us 500 miles 
down the Ohio river, and we rapidly lost 
sight of I'ittsburg. 


When we did catch a final glimpse of it a 
few miles further 
down the river, it 
looked much like 
an enormous ball 
of black won], into 
which, by some un- 
accountable 
acci- 
dent, chui-ch spires 
and chimneys were 
strangely 
entan- 
gled. 


Dixmont is the 
name given the lo- 
cality where 
the 
asylum for the in- 
sane for the western district of Pennsylvania 
is situated, upon the .slope of the mountain 
that ri-ses abruptly from the water's edge. 
It 
was the first place of interest pa.ssed, and di- 
rectly after we lost sight of its great central 
tower and long cluster of 
wings, which 
branched on all sides from the main building, 
we were called in to supper by the tinkling of 
the steward's beU. 


It has always been a matter for wonder to 
the writer that these river lines of travel are 
not more frequently used by those wlio, by the 
nature of the business upon which they are 
bound, find tinie no object. 


The saloon of the steamer was fitted out in 
such cozy style that when lit up by a dozen 
swinging chandeliers it had a charm that was 
irresistible. 
Up through the middle of the 
saloon the supper tables were ranged and 
their snowy linen and shining silver service, 
with the all-pervading aroma of cofifee, served 
to give an appetite to those who lacked it, 
and that was never the fate of a newspaper 
man. 


So we greatly relished the nicely cooked 
waffles and chicken, and when supper was 
ended wandered back upon deck. 


The first object that attracted the attention 
was an enormous blazing light some four miles 
below upon the right bank of the river. 
Upon inquiring of one of the officers of tha 
boat we learned that we were approaching 
the settlement of the Economites, a com 
munity with rather quaint notions of life; 
and 
the 
manner 
in 
which 
they have 
established themselves at this place, which is 
called Economy, proves that they thoroughly 
believe in what they preaoh. The light which 
had so suddenly attracted our attention was 
the flame from a natural gas weU upon their 
property and so near the landing stage that it 
was unnecessary to use other means to obtain 
light to load or unload boats at night. 


The most singular thing about these quaint 
people and their still more quaint methods, 
is absence of a single door upon the front of 
any building in the town, whether that build- 
ing be used for a dweUing or shop. 


The Economites first settled in this vicinity 
under one named Phillips, who was in a man- 
ner their ruler, at some distance down the 
river from Economy, and the place was 
known a.s Phillipsburg. 
It was finally aban- 
doned to form another colony, with a new 
leader 
named 
Ralph, at a 
place 
called 
Harmony. 
They became known as the Har- 
monites. 
This settlement was also aban- 
doned, and they moved up the stream to their 
present location. 
They are industrious and 
enterprising, and carry on aU the various 
branches of trade that are found in other 
places. One essential rule is to make a com- 
mon pool of all material raised or manufac- 
tured, and after it is sold to divide equally 
the proceeds of the sales. Marriage and the 
injunction from Holy Writ to "increase and 
multiply" is discouraged, if not entirely pro- 
hibited. 


Wheeling, in West Virginia, was p a s s ^ in 
the middle of the night and during a heavy 
rainfall 
When the curtains of the cozy little 
staterooms were drawn aside the next day the 
sun had not yet made his appearance, and the 
river was clothed in darkness and mist. 
It 
was about 4 o'clock, and w« had stopped at a 
small town on the Ohio shore to leave some 
freight. Jt was too dark for the colored roust- 
abouts to see to do 
their work, and the 
old-style torch was 
brought into play. 
This is the perfect 
fac - simile of 
a 
wicker basket. 
It 
is made of iron, and 
has a cii-cular bot- 
tom into which hot 
coals from the fur-

boat's boilers 
are 
turned. Upon these 
is laid a mixture of 
inrLOADiNo BY TORCH- rosin, sawdust and 
LiaBT.

great flame and a good light. 
Its fitful blaze 
made the dusky forms, as they flitted rapidly 
too and fro in the. misty atmosphere, have a 
very weird appearance, and called to mind 
that passage in Mark Twain's "Gilded Ago," 
where the old negro, who for the first time in 
his life sees a steamboat, falls upon his knees 
and prays heaven to save him from the infer- 
nal thing approaching with its two big blaz>

, Without dowbt ona of the strangest sights 


lOift liTftBrJMS Witaiessedin a trftveling expe- 
rience ttiat has reached around the world is 
the floating villages 
the Ohio river. 
The 
•great floods that have occurred along the 
Ohio have given rise to such a feeling of inse- 
curity that many families sold their land at a 
great sacrifice aijxd moved further inland, 
while others who were impoverished by the 
floo^have 
boilt themselves a sort of 
flat 
boat, upon which they cook and sleep. 
But 
this c l ^ , of course, are generally laborers, 
who, when they work in a town, find this the 
safe^ and cheai>est manner to live. 


The river at certain places was dotted all 
over with this clumsy little craft, forming a 
l^rfect floating village. 


The scenery below Wheeling, and especially 
in the vicinity of Pike Creek bend, is some- 
thing almost beyond the power of pen to de- 
scribe, it differs so greatly from anything 
seen before. 
As the boat winds in and out 
the intricate shallow passages of the river the 
mountains seemingly change from one side to 
the other. 
Now they are on the Kentucky 
shore, and again upon the Ohio side. 


The river narrows and the mountains grow 
taller, until right near the boundary lino 
where "Old Kamtuck" and West Virginia 
touch, they seem to have attained such an 
elevation as to make it impracticable for a 
man to get a living by farming. 
Yet there, 
on their great, scrawny, rocky sides, are seen 
little green patches, and a small log hut can 
be found by a little patience, generally placed 
on a knoll and near the edge of a gully, where 
they seem balancing upon its verge and ready 
to topple over at any moment. 


Turning to the old pilot, for we had clam- 
bered to the wheel house to better enjoy the 
scene, we asked for information respecting 
the mode <»£ planting these little patchos. His 
reply was short and quaint. 


"Wa'al, stranger, I bin runnin' on this yer 
river for more'n a twenty year, and I never 
seed tliem t)lant j'it, but guess they sit in the 
house and shoot the seed out over 
tliem 
patches." 


He further volunteered to inform us that 
this was known as the "hoop polo deestriek," 
where they were supposed to grow nothing 
but matxjrial for making barrel hoops, and 
also that a "faniilee war'nt no faniileo" unless 
it contained nine children and seven dogs. 


At Catlettsburg we got our first look at 
"Kaintuck," and as we reached there early in 
the morning this brigJit little Keiituek v town 
seemed more than usually prott}'. 
Catletts- 
burg is right at the mouth of the Big Sandy 
river, and is notable from the fact that Gar- 
field, with his Ohio boys, ascended this I'iver 
during the recent wai' of the rebellion and dis- 
placed 
Humphreys,, 
the Confederate gen- 
eral, who held a posi- 
tion some distance up 
the stream. 


E v e r y w h e r e we 
stopped, and especial- " 
ly 
upon 
the 
Ohio « 
shore, 
the 
landing 
places were very steep 
and were paved 
in 
many 
places 
w i t h 
squai-e Belgian block, 
and at almost every 
place along the river 
sign 
boards 
w e r e 
tacked upon trees or 
buildings Ixiaring an inscription which gener- 
ally began thus:

and then went on to give date and year. 


The mountaui slopes about this portion of 
the river are being cultivated for grape rais- 
ing, and as we proceeded further on the slopes 
were dotted with vino trimmers who were 
taking advantage of the pleasant weather to 
get ready for a crop. 


There has been so much written about the 
wine making and grape growing industry 
along this river that it is almost impossible to 
Bay anytliing that has not already been said. 


Shortly 
after leaving 
Catlettsburg 
we 
passed Ashland, one of the many pretty places 
along the river, and about ten miles below 
we ran into Ironton, Ohio, with its great 
furnaces, which are the largest in the world, 
and one of these furnaaes is so immense that 
it has never worked entirely as the demand 
could be easily supplied with one-half its 
capacity. 
Marietta, Ohio, with its quaint 
gabled houses and high shelving river banks, 
is the oldest settlement in Ohio, and is at the 
mouth of the Muskegon river. 


THE GOVERNMENT DIKE ABOVE MARIETTA. 


Just above Marietta we passed tiio long 
sweeping wall of the government dike, which 
has been built by the department of naviga- 
tion of rivers and harbors to df^nen one side 
of the river. 
If it were not foi^his the Ohio 
would be practically closed at Riis point for 
even flat bottomed boats. 


The river is fuU of salmon, pike and bass, 
and the long stone wall was crowded with 
fishermen. 
JMany of these were amateur 
anglers from the eastern states. 


Maysville, with its great tobacco ware- 
houses and great hills, was the next town 
passed on the Kentucky shore, and just above 
it we stopped long enough to get a glimpse at 
all that remains of the once famous city of 
Augusta, wiiich before the waj- was the 
wealthiest place in the state of Kentucky. 


It was the summer resort for the ai-istocracy 
of Kentucky, and figured high in the histoiy 
of the state. 
It was completely destroyed by 
fire dining the war, and has never been re- 
built. 


There was a peaceful, shady look about its 
^ 
long water front, 
and the few old- 
time 
houses 
that 
have 
s u r v i v e d 
those most stirring 
events are nearly 
covered up 
from 
the gaze of 
the 
busy world by the 
masses of trees that 
suri'ound 
t h e m . 
The sun was set- 
ting over the beau- 
^ 
tiful 
picture 
of 


ORAPKVINE TRIMMERS, these 
two 
little 
cities at the base of the great eternal hills. 
One full of life, hope, enterprise and wealth. 
The other still and deserted of all its wealth 
and rank. 


A few hours later we arrived in Cincinnati, 
amid the like clouds of soot and smoke that 
we had seen upon leaving Pittsburg. 
We 
alighted from the boat and found ourselves 
upon the streets of far-famed Porkopolis, as it 
is called. Like all cities where soft coal is used, 
Cincinnati is troubled with an atmosphere 
mainly composed of soot specks and whirling 
clouds of smoke that leave her most beautiful 
buildings covered with a smeary black sub- 
stance that is anything but inviting in appear- 
ance. The hill gardens of Cincinnati ai-e the best 
places the wi'iter has ever seen to spend a warm 
day or evening. 
They are generally on enor- 
mously high hills overlooking the city und 
surrounding country,\nd are fitted out with 
long rows of electric lights, M'hich have a 
most brilliant effect in looking from the city 
toward these hills.

Mr. Cariienter's collection of envelopes is a 
co'jiplete library of the times, far more con- 
venient than any ordinary newspaper file 
could be.

But 
this class, of course, arc generally laborers 
who, when they work in a town, find this tho 
safest and cheapest manner to live. 


The river at certain places was dotted all

sane for tho wcsUmi district of Pennsylvania 
is situated, upon tho slope of the mountain 
that rises abruptly from tho water's edge. It 
was tho first place of interest passed, and di- 
rectly aftt'r wo lost sight of its great central 
tower anil long cluster of wings, which 
branched on all sides from tho main building, 
wo were called in to supper by tho tinkling of 
the steward's bell:1 


It has always been a matter for wonder to 


tho writer that these river Hues of travel are 
notinorofrequentlyused by tlioso who, by tho 
nature of the business upon which they aro 
bpund, find tirno no object. 


Tho saloon of the steamer was fitted out in 


such cozy style that when lit up by a dozen 
swinging chandeliers it had a charm thnt was 
irresistible. Up through tho middle of tho 
saloon tho supper tables wore ranged and 
their snowy linen and shining silver service 
with thu all-pervading aroma of coffee, served 
to give an appolito to thoso who locked it 
and that was never tho fato of a newspaper 
man. 


Bo wo greatly relished tho nicely cooked 


waffles and chicken, and when supper 
ended wandered back upon deck. 


Tho flrst object that attracted the attention 


was an enormousblazinglightfioniufourmilcs 
below upon the right bank of tho river 
Upon Inquiring of oneot thu officers of tho 
boat wo learned that wo wcro approaching 
the settlement of the Econotnites, a com. 
munity with rather quaint notions of life- 
and. the 
manner in which thoy'have 


established themselves at this place, which is 
called Economy, proves that they thoroughly 
believe in what they preach. Tho light which 
had so suddenly attracted our attention was 
tho flame from a natural gas well upon their 
proporty and so near the landing stage that it 
was unnecessary to uso other means to obtain 
light to load or unload boats.at night. 


Tho most singular thing about these quaint 


people and their still more quaint methods 
is absence of a single door upon the front of 
any building in the town, whether that build- 
ing bo used for a dwelling or shop. 


Tho Economics flrst settled in this vicinity 


under ono named Phillips, who was in a man- 
ner their ruler, at some distance down tlio 
nver from Economy, and the placo was 
known as Phillipsburg. It was finally aban- 
doned to form another colony, with a new 
leader named Ralph, at a placo called 
Harmony. They became known as tho Har- 
monites. 
This settlement was also aban- 


doned, anil they moved up tho stream to their 
present location. They aro industrious and 
enterprising, and carry on all the various 
branches of trade that aro found in other 
places. Ono essential rule is to make a com- 
mon pool of all material raised or manufac- 
tured, and after it is sold' to divide equally 
tho proceeds of the sales. Marriage aud the 
injunction from Holy Writ to "increase and 
multiply" is discouraged, if not entirely pro- 
hibited. 
* 


Wheeling, in West Virginia, was passed in
